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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Finance Committee meets yearly with the various charitable organizations and Town supported 
agencies who request funding. The meetings are designed to weigh the value received in services against 
the funds requested by each of these groups. The citizens of Tamworth have supported most of these 
groups in the past. This year we have again recommended support for these organizations because they 
provide valuable and necessary services to our community at a reasonable cost and because without them 
the quality of life for many of our citizens would greatly deteriorate. At the same time we are concerned 
that there remains such a high demand for such services. 


The Finance Committee as a group has abstained from voting "yea or nay" on some of the warrant articles 
presented by the Selectmen due to, in our judgment, inadequate information at the time we met. Due to 
time restraints, we voted only on the warrant articles properly presented in a timely manner and which we 
had ample time and information to formulate an opinion as to the merits of the article and abstained from 
voting on those which we felt we had insufficient information when the time came to finalize our vote. 
This action to abstain from voting by the Finance Committee in no way implies any wrongdoing nor does 
it imply inefficient preparation by the Selectmen. It merely means that the Committee as a whole was not 
completely satisfied that the information available to us was adequate for us to make an informed and 
intelligent determination of the merits of these warrant articles when time came to vote. One of our 
concerns was the warrants for summer and winter highway maintenance. In the future we strongly 
recommend that the Road Agent come before us and present his budget request, as do most of all the 
other Town agencies, and provide us with answers to the many questions which could not be completely 
answered by the Selectmen. 


The Finance Committee again wants to show support for a full time, two (2) man police force. Presently 
Tamworth police coverage is a total of 60 hours a week: a full time Chief (40 hours) and 2 part-time 
officers (20 hours). Two full time police officers, an increase of 20 hours a week, would provide stability 
in personnel and increase our police presence at a time when security has become more important then 
ever.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


The Financial Report for the year ending December 31, 2001, will not be 
included in this Annual Report. As was done in prior years, an outside audit is being 
conducted. The auditors, Grzelak & Company, of Laconia, NH, will file the Financial 
Report and an Audit Report when their work is complete. At that time a notice will be 
published in local newspapers and copies of those reports will be available for review at 
the Town Office. 


Copies of the previous years Audit Reports, along with other information relative 
to the Town’s financial situation, are currently available for review at the Town Office. 
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TREASURER'S REPORT 


During 2001, all funds under the jurisdiction of the Treasurer's Office were invested so that the 
town would receive the maximum interest available at the time of the investment, with safety and 
liquidity a primary consideration. Citizen's Bank and the Municipal Deposit Investment Pool offered the 
best yields, along with safety through full collateralization. 


We borrowed $1 million in tax anticipation notes in April, at a cost of 25,660.54, for the use of 
this money until December 5. Meredith Village Savings Bank was the low bidder. However, investments 
earned a total of $51,279.88, so the town gained $25,619.34 in interest while using this money. This is 
less than last year, but is still an excellent gain when you consider that rates were steadily declining 
throughout the year. We were able to pay off the TAN a few weeks early. 


While I will be away during the time of Town Meeting, I welcome any questions concerning the 
office of Town Treasurer at any time. After all, this is your money. I also welcome any comments, 
concerns, or suggestions relative to the Treasurer's duties. 


Special thanks go to my Deputy Treasurer Nancy Browne, Selectmen's Assistant Debbie 
Keniston, Town Clerk/Tax Collector Theresa Boewe, Selectmen John Roberts, Mariette Ross, and 
Lanette Goodson, and the staffs at Bank of New Hampshire, Berlin City Bank, Citizens Bank, Fleet Bank, 
Meredith Village Savings Bank, and the Municipal Deposit Investment Pool for their help and support. 
Also, I thank you, the residents and voters of Tamworth, for your continued support. It is greatly 
appreciated.

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TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS

2001 REPORT 


As Trustees we are currently responsible for the safe keeping and investment of approximately 
$647,552 in trust and reserve funds. The details of these funds are shown on the accompanying schedules. 
As of December 31, 2001 we are holding $167,315 in permanent trust funds for such purposes as 
cemetery maintenance, library, park, etc. In addition, we are holding $480,237 in capital reserve funds. 
These are non-permanent funds established for the purpose of special education, purchasing fire trucks 
and rescue trucks, purchasing recycling equipment, landfill closure, etc. 


The majority of our funds have been invested the NH Public Deposit Investment Pool. This 
provides us with a favorable return on our investment. However, due to economic conditions, our yield 
has decreased this year. For December 2001 the average annualized yield was 2.8%. 


As Cemetery Commissioners we have had a very busy year this year. The fence at the 
Wonalancet Cemetery has been replaced. The survey and layout for the extension of the Ordination Rock 
Cemetery have been completed. The only major work on this new cemetery that still remains is to provide 
access from Cleveland Hill Road. 


The grass mowing which normally absorbs most of our budgeted dollars was much less In 2001 
because of prudence and dry weather, which allowed us to absorb the above additional items without 
asking the Town for more money. 


In the upcoming years our attention will be devoted to signs for the respective cemeteries, repair 
of damaged stones, repair of the fence at Riverside Cemetery and the repair of the tomb in the Chocorua 
Cemetery. The routine clearing and mowing of grass and brush in and around cemeteries will continue as 
need and weather dictate. Flags will continue to be placed at veterans graves for Memorial Day.

maintaining the cemeteries and accounts for the Town of Tamworth.

2001 was a busy year for the Fire Department. In addition to regular meetings and an average of just over 
2 emergency calls per week, members took on some sizeable projects. These included replacing the 
engine in the % ton forestry pickup, installing a dry hydrant on the corner of Bunker Hill Road and Route 
113, transferring the body and skid tank from the 1954 2 4 ton military forestry truck to a new/used 
diesel 2 % ton military truck that was donated to the Department by the Firemen’s Club. 


The September 11" attacks on the World Trade Center and the Pentagon had significant impact on the 
Fire Department. Immediately some members volunteered to help with the rescue efforts and several 
were placed on the official list at the NH State Fire Marshall’s Office. Assistance from NH was never 
requested, but watching the events unfold and the death toll of fellow Americans and brother firefighters 
climb was a very sobering experience for us all. In a profession where every call involves uncertainty and 
risk, there is a significant bond between the men and women who take that risk to help others. Like 
others who took advantage of Federally sponsored Emergency response to Terrorism training offered in 
the wake of the Oklahoma City and previous World Trade Center bombings, many of us reviewed our 
notes and dug out our reference materials. 


During vehicle inspections in March it was determined that the 1969 Ford C900 pumper had some frame 
separation that would not allow it to pass inspection. Alternatives were discussed and it was decided to 
buy back the 1964 International pumper that was sold last year rather than put a large amount of money 
into a truck that we plan to replace in 2005. Even thought the new owner of the 1964 International agreed 
to sell it back for the same price he paid for it, the money the Town received for it had gone to the 
General Fund while the money to buy it back came from the Fire Department budget. Thanks to a 
sizeable anonymous donation and some help from the Firemen’s Club, we were able to accomplish our 
objectives while staying within our budget. 


Thank you to all who support the Fire Department and Firemen’s Club throughout the year. Remember 
to pre-plan and practice your escape routes and that smoke detectors save lives.

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TAMWORTH RESCUE SQUAD 


2001 Report 


Tamworth Rescue Squad is an all volunteer municipally chartered organization, responsible for 
providing Emergency Medical Services and related Rescue services; to all residents, taxpayers, and guests 
within the bounds of town, We provide these services free of charge at all times of day, night, holiday or 
inclement weather. Tamworth Rescue Squad marked its 30 years of service to the citizens of Tamworth in 
November of 2001. We responded to 230 calls for assistance in 2001. 


Tamworth Rescue Squad responds with Tamworth Fire Department to their calls to assist and be 
available if needed. The town of Tamworth also contracts with Medstar Ambulance service for 
transportation. This relationship works well and allows Rescue personnel and equipment to remain in 
Town in case of another call for service. The rescue truck is a state licensed transport ambulance; as well 
as our "Mule" to carry all our tools, like the Jaws of Life. 


Currently there are 16 members; of which 10 are nationally registered Emergency Technicians. 
(Two are advanced E. M. T. -Intermediates.) We have both a Medical unit and a NON-Medical unit. 
Some people have expertise in non-medical or special rescue situations, where others deal well with 
medical situations. WE still do not have enough members. We sometimes do not have anyone in town to 
respond to a call; especially during the weekdays and daytime, as most of us work out of town. If you 
would like to join us and help your neighbors, feel free to ask one of us how to participate. We do in 
house and community trainings. 


We have sponsored Community CPR courses and a EMT-Basic course this past year, and will 
continue to offer supportive education to all that ask. We celebrated EMS week by traveling to the local 
schools and having fun as we shared our truck and its equipment with the children to experience, (a 
positive one we hope.). 


We are still having problems finding home numbers when called out, especially at night. We don't 
know everyone or the new names of roads. We are asking all citizens of Tamworth to please post your 
house numbers at the corner of your driveway. ANY delay in getting to you or yours is potentially life 
threatening. Please help us to find you.

2001 proved to be another very busy year for our service. Logging 1537 emergency responses 
to the communities we serve. As always we continue to improve the level of care we provide. 
Many changes were made during the last year in that effort. As a result we continue to greatly 
exceed the requirements outlined in our municipal contracts. We operate five advanced life 
support ambulances, a SUV paramedic unit, with a sixth ambulance in reserve. Six highly 
skilled medical technicians are on duty at all times. They are divided into three crews with a 
minimum of one Advanced EMT on each unit. Additionally, we are extremely proud to inform 
you that commencing on January | of this year, we now provide at least one Nationally 
Registered Paramedic on duty twenty four hours a day, every day. We are also pleased to 
advise that as of this month, Medstar has been approved for full membership in the Ossipee 
Valley Mutual Aid Association. Each of these, are tremendous steps forward in the provision of 
emergency care to the ill and injured of our area. Please accept the following as our report of 
responses within your town for the year 2001.

During her time as Director she impacted 
hundreds of lives and worked continuously at raising the standards at TCNA by providing 
competent and comprehensive nursing care. Tamworth residents loved her visits and looked 
forward to seeing her. We all wish her well in her future endeavors. 


It was also in July that I was fortunate enough to be hired as Director. I would like to thank the 
Board of Directors of TCNA for entrusting me with the position of Community Nurse for the 
citizens of Tamworth. I have found my first months to be challenging as well as rewarding. | 
would especially like to acknowledge the information, patience and cooperation I have received 
from my two colleagues, Mary Smith RN and June Donovan. They have been very supportive of 
my “steep learning curve” and I couldn’t have succeeded without them. During Susan Sorlien’s 
last three days, we visited 34 patients. Her patient care summaries and introduction were 
invaluable in making this a period of smooth transition. It was clearly difficult for these patients 
to say goodbye to a trusted health care resource and friend such as Susan. I have tried to say to 
each and every one of them that I am not here to take Susan’s place, I could never do that, but I 
am here to take over her job. I would also like to thank the citizens of Tamworth for opening 
their homes and lives to me. I have received a very warm welcome and been given lots of 
encouragement. It can be difficult getting to know a new person and entrusting them with your 
care, especially in a field as intimate as nursing, but your openness to my arrival has been heart- 
warming and very much appreciated. 
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The State of New Hampshire’s Department of Public Health conducted its annual inspection on 
October 4"" .They reviewed of charts, policies and procedures, infection control and quality 
assurance. We are pleased to announce that we were once again deficiency free. 


Dr. Eric Lewis from Tamworth/Ossipee Family Medicine has become our Medical Director 
filling the shoes of the retired Dr. John Patton. It’s a pleasure to work with him and we are 
pleased to have him be a part of the TCNA team. Our Board of Directors continues to meet 
monthly to direct agency functions and operations, handle financial matters, as well as volunteer 
their time helping at clinics, screenings, and fund raising events. The members of the 2002 
Board are Lianne Prentis, Chair, Wayne Shean, Vice-Chair, Heather Moir, Secretary, Sue Behr, 
Corresponding Secretary, Nancy Browne, Treasurer, Kim Mathison, Asst. Treasurer, Rev. Peg 
Custer and Theo Page, Liason. A special thanks goes to Lee Custer former Chair and Marge 
Mather former Corresponding Secretary for all of their efforts on our behalf. 


We have a new internet service provider. Our e-mail address is tena@ncia.net. 


Residents are welcome to come to the office mornings from 9-11 Monday through Thursday 
when an RN is available for blood pressure checks, questions, advice, or other minor medical 
problems. Monthly BP clinics continue on the last Wednesday of every month from 12-1 pm at 
the office and every third Monday at the Congregate Meal site (Tamworth Townhouse), 


Mary Smith, RN visits patients 2 days a week while June Donovan serves as our office manager 
and coordinates the Meals on Wheels Program for town residents. They are a professional and 
dedicated staff with whom it is an honor to work. I am in the office and visiting patients 32 hours 
per week, Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday. 


Meals on Wheels is an essential service to town residents. Without this service we would have 
people that would go hungry and/or develop malnutrition. It also serves as a safety check for 
some individuals. June is kept very busy finding volunteer drivers to deliver the meals, updating 
lists, and completing all the necessary paperwork. If you would like to volunteer to deliver 
meals once a month, please contact our office. 


TCNA also functions as the Salvation Army Unit station for the area. Emergency funds are 
available for Tamworth and Sandwich residents in need. This year we have assisted over 15 
people by providing medication, therapy, groceries and medical equipment. 


TCNA is actively involved with the Community Christmas Project. Gifts were provided for 77 
children and 30 families in the community. Many thanks to those who donated time and/or 
money to this worthwhile project. During the holidays we also deliver gifts, fruit, (provided by 
Steve Damon) and baked items to our clients. Special thanks to Betty, Dot and Muriel for all the 
delicious cookies and baked goods, Heather & Muriel for the knitted scarves and mittens, and to 
employees of Elan Publishing for Valuland gift certificates. This year the children of the Brett 
school also participated by making up beautiful holiday gift bags that included Christmas 
decorations, cards, wrapping paper, cookies and pretzels. The Community School also added 
“The History of South Tamworth” calendar. 
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We also work closely with the Tamworth Caregivers and ServiceLink and RSVP. These 
organizations have provided support to many area residents and serve as important members of 
the health care team. 


The “loaner closet” continues to be of great use. Wheelchairs, commodes, walkers, canes, 
crutches, car seats and miscellaneous items are available free of charge. We appreciate all who 
have donated items and encourage all residents to use the equipment and supplies. A special 
thanks goes to Emery Roberts and his team as well as Marge Mather for help in the organization 
of the stock room. 


The Adult Health Screening co-sponsored with the Whittier Lions and Memorial Hospital was 
held on October 19" at the Whittier Lions Club in West Ossipee. Participation was up 24%. 180 
individuals came for various screenings such as flu shots, basic vision, glaucoma, podiatry, 
hearing, blood pressure, blood sugar, cholesterol, hemoglobin, pulmonary function, body fat 
analysis along with demonstrations and information on nutrition, chiropractic, and living 
wills/advance directives. Healthnet, RSVP and Servicelink representatives were also present 
referral service. We are very thankful to all the area professionals who donated their time for 
this valuable service. 


Our flu clinic was held on November 15" and additional clinics were run at the Brett School and 
Bear camp Valley School. A total of 283 vaccines were administered. 


The Tamworth Community Nurse Association is a private, not for profit non-certified company. 
What this means is we do not bill Medicare/Medicade or insurance companies. We provide 
skilled nursing services to Tamworth residents free of charge. We are well known to area 
hospital discharge planners and work cooperatively with them in providing optimal home care. 
Because we are not medicare certified we do not provide ancillary services such as occupational, 
physical, and speech therapy, home health aides/homemakers, and hospice. For these services 
we rely on area agencies such as Northern Carroll County VNA & Hospice, VNA & Hospice of 
Southern Carroll County and Vicinity, and Carroll County Health & Homecare Services. Close 
communication and collaboration allow us to provide continuity and holistic care. We are 
grateful for the cooperative efforts extended to us by these agencies. We continue to seek your 
support and encouragement in our efforts to promote health and quality of life to all Tamworth 
residents.

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Planning Board - Annual Report 





The Planning Board operated well within the budget allocated to it for the year. 


In addition to the regular prescribed duties of the Planning Board our focus in 2001 was to 
respond to the directive we were given at last year’s town meeting to prepare a proposed Town 
Ordinance governing Personal Wireless Service Facilities (cell towers). An Ordinance was 
drafted and reviewed at two public meetings. The final proposed Ordinance will be voted on in 
March. 


It was our stated objective to finalize the revision to the Subdivision Regulations and a great deal 
of progress was made toward this goal. It is fully our intention to complete this activity in 2002. 


The Tamworth Planning Board rules provide for 7 regular members of the Planning Board and 3 
alternates. It is our view that the positions of alternates are important in order to develop future 
regular elected members. We currently have openings for these positions and we urge any 
individuals who are interested in serving to contact the Town Office.

DREDGE AND FILL 

There have been 6 Dredge and Fill Applications, 5 already approved by the state, but the one to stabilize 
Chocorua River will need a public hearing before approval, since it is in a prime wetland. The sixth one 
is still pending. One minor impact for culverts and four minimum impact applications have been 
approved. Two violations have been reported — a culvert put in without a permit and the other — improper 
oil storage. 


EASEMENTS 

Perkins (Community School) and Aspinall easements held for LCIP and SPNHF have been monitored by 
TCC and both organizations said the monitoring was excellent. An easement has been offered the Town 
on land adjacent to the Porter-Rogerson tract owned by SPNHF, but it is felt that some other organization 
than TCC should hold it, lest TCC’s monitoring obligations become too numerous to carry out properly. 


BIG PINES BRIDGE, HEMENWAY 
Funds were voted last year to strengthen the bridge. This has been done, at low cost, as all labor was 
volunteer. However it was found this could only be temporary — a new bridge will have to be built. 


A new organization, Friends of Mill Brook, concerned with protecting the whole corridor of the brook, 
has been formed — by Scott Aspinall, Willie Farnum representing Joan Cave, Bob Wallace, John 
Boettinger and Chele Miller. They have asked for an endorsement from TCC, which will be considered 
as soon as there is more specific information. 


BEARCAMP FIELD 
Charlie Thompson deeded a small piece of land in Whittier in between the road and river, to TCC. It has 
now been named and Chris Conrod has built a sign for it. 


JACKMAN NORTH 
The bridge here on the Lindsay’s land, which was vandalized last year, has now been repaired by four 
volunteers. 


GREAT HILL TOWER PANORAMA 
This has been photographed and names of mountains and hills printed on it. It will be installed when the 
plans for the best way to install it are worked out. 


HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE 

TCC has participated, as usual, in this project — with publicity and some volunteer help. A regional solid 
waste committee has been formed by the Selectmen, with John Mersfelder as appointee for TCC. It is 
hoped there can be more than one day a year for the waste collection. In 2001 ninety-four Tamworth 
families participated. 


BIRD WALKS 
Were led by Ned Beecher and had unusually good attendance this year with an average of 12 people and 
total for the season, more than that. Most are from Tamworth, but many are also from surrounding towns. 


MEETINGS 
Two TCC members attended the New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions annual 
meeting. Among other environmental meetings attended — a Lakes Region Planning Workshop on forest 
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evaluation and site assessments, an informal meeting with Selectmen to discuss renovations to the Town 
Office structure as it affects TCC, and a WODC meeting at which Kris Bontaites was one of the speakers. 
Bill Rich, chairman of Tamworth Village Association came to TCC to give a talk on TVA, and Brianne 
Folks came to talk on her work for CLA and Green Mountain Conservation on Water Quality in the area. 


MEMBERS 
Jim Alt was appointed a member in November. He has already worked on the two bridge projects. Kris 


Bontaites will resign as chairman as of the March meeting, but will remain on the Commission.

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Cook Memorial Library 
Librarian’s Report 
Year ending Dec. 31, 2001 


The Library Staff and Board of Trustees, and the Friends of the Library are proud of the new 
facility, and welcome each and every town resident to come see their beautiful, newly-renovated 
public library. All are welcome to come in any time, to see the new building, and to use the many 
library services available. This is YOUR library! 


We are indebted to the many supporters who worked long and hard to fund the library building 
project, as well as the many donors who sent in contributions large and small to fund it. The new 
library is wonderful to work in - roomy, efficient, and filled with light. Library users constantly 
praise its many new comforts and features. The handsome new circulation desk, designed and 
built by Sheldon Perry, a local master cabinetmaker, the newly-furbished meeting room, the airy 
Alt Wing, the comfortable stuffed chairs, the new shelving with its oak end panels, built by Tim 
Brown, another talented local woodworker — all are features to be admired and exclaimed over 
by patrons and staff alike. We all feel that it is something of a miracle to be standing-working- 
browsing in this well-designed new facility. 


Now that there is growing room on the shelves, we intend to increase the collections, particularly 
in the new children’s wing, and to provide more services and programming. 

Each week the library is attracting new library users of all ages. In the past three years we have 
registered 472 new patrons, most of them residents. Last year, despite the chaos of the building 
project, and the three weeks we were closed in the fall, attendance and circulation did not waver, 
as we expected, but held firm. In 2001, we recorded 9,229 library visits, and 16,399 library 
materials were circulated. 344 reference questions were answered by staff members, and our 
public access computers logged 835 sessions. More than a thousand people attended library 
programs. In spite of hammers banging, power tools whining, and sawdust flying, we were 
busier than ever. 


From all the new faces we’ve seen in the library these past two months, we expect attendance 
and circulation to rise sharply in the coming year. To give patrons an opportunity to tell us what 
they want in their new library, we have been distributing survey questionnaires from the 
circulation desk. These forms are still available in the library, and we would like to hear from as 
many of you as possible. So far, thirty forms have been filled out; and the most frequent request 
is to increase our open hours. We are presently open 22 hours a week, and we propose to 
increase our open hours to 29 (31% increase) per week. If Chocorua Public Library is open 
Sundays, Mondays and Thursdays, and Cook Memorial Library opens Tuesdays, Wednesdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays, a library will be open in Tamworth every day of the week. We feel this 
will be advantageous to everyone in town.

Dear Neighbors: 


It is my privilege as your representative to provide a brief summary of the 2001 activities of the 


Mt Washington Valley Economic Council. It has been an eventful and dynamic year: 


A new Executive Director - Jac Cuddy was appointed from among some 20 candidates 
country-wide. 


The Revolving Loan Fund (providing loans to area businesses) was expanded to include all 4 area 
banks on its steering committee. The Fund has had a busy year with some $200,000 worth of 
applications in process. 


Business seminars, "Eggs & Issues," and "Bits, Bytes and Business" continue to successfully 
serve area businesses with topical and helpful information. 


An 80-acre parcel of land centered between the 12-member towns of the Economic Council is 
under sales contract to house the Tech Village. The property is across from the NH Works 
building and borders the Saco River. 


A special $650,000 appropriation to start the Tech Village was orchestrated by US Senator Judd 
Gregg and Senator Bob Smith. 


A business center to house new high tech businesses in an "incubator" environment was opened 
in Center Conway. This also becomes the new home of the MWV Economic Council until the 
Tech Village is built. 


Congressman Sununu announced a special grant for $190,000 was awarded the Economic 
Council to assist with infrastructure costs associated with the incubator. 


A special "North-West Grant for $87,300 was received from the State of NH to also help launch 
the new business center, 


A grant of $46,000 from USDA/Rural Development was received by the Council to help pay for 
the Telecommunications Infrastructure cost for the Incubator. 


As a 501 © (3) non-profit organization, the MWV Economic Council is dedicated to supporting 


local businesses as well as promoting economic diversity while preserving the region's natural beauty. 
Great progress was made last year and the organization is well positioned for 2002.

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LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack 
Counties, the Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) provides a wide range of planning services to 
its members. Our work program is as comprehensive as it is full, with activities ranging from technical 
assistance, geographic information systems, transportation, land use and environmental planning, to 
economic development. We are funded from multiple sources including local and state government, as 
well as special studies. LRPC is contacted many times each week for answers to local issues. We also 
continue to maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies that depend on us as a resource for the entire 
Lakes Region. Our goal remains to provide support and leadership to the region, its governments, 
businesses, and citizens. 


Here are a few of our accomplishments over the past year: 


Responded to a resident's request for information on population and traffic projections related to 
Chocorua Village. 
Met with the Tamworth Planning Board and provided training on map reading and impact review. 
Attended and made a presentation at a NH 16 Chocorua Village meeting. 
Attended a meeting regarding a special transportation study for Tamworth, Albany and Madison. 
Provided information on the availability of minutes and the Right to Know Law. 
Supplied the Tamworth Planning Board with information on enforcement of RSA 231:157-158 
(Scenic Roads) and procedures in dealing with lot mergers. 
Submitted a definition for a boundary line adjustment and reviewed the plat on which the 
adjustment was requested. 

Provided information regarding alternate members on the Planning Board, septic requirements 
by the state, and lot line adjustments vs. subdivision, etc. 
Provided available coverage of the Ossipee Lake watershed for use by the Tamworth Community 
School. 
Provided information on subdivision regulations and the role of the Planning Board. 
Furnished information regarding transportation issues in and around Chocorua Village. 
Met with town officials to discuss management and involvement of the Bike Path. 
Ordered and delivered to the Tamworth Planning Board three copies of the 2000-2001 Planning 
and Land Use Regulation books at considerable savings. 
Completed the Lakes Region Transportation Improvement Program and forwarded a prioritized 
list of projects to the NH DOT as part of the biennial update of the NH State Transportation 
Improvement Program. 
Coordinated the 16th annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection, with nearly 2,400 
households from 27 communities participating. Over 16,000 gallons of toxic household products 
were removed. 
Performed approximately 130 traffic counts and several local road inventories in cooperation with 
the NH Department of Transportation. 
Completed the Region's first digital land use map, which is available to local and regional 
organizations. 
Updated the Development 'Trends in the Lakes Region Annual Report using survey data. 
Provided administrative and technical support to the Pemigewasset River Local Advisory 
Committee leading to the completion of the draft Management Plan for the Pemigewasset River. 
Located childcare centers, assisted housing, public transportation, and major employers across the 
region to assist with local and regional development planning. 
Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures where practicing attorneys 
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provided a legal perspective on "The How, Who, What, Where, and Why Plans"; "Towers, 
Traditions, and Topless Dancers"; and "Innovative Land Use Regulations". 

e Entered into an Agreement with the NH Office of Emergency Management to prepare two pilot 
all hazard mitigation plans. These plans are used to facilitate mitigation funds from the federal 
government, 

e In cooperation with the Society for the Protection of NH Forests and the University of New 
Hampshire, initiated data collection for new municipal conservation lands. 

e Prepared and hosted citizen education workshops on How to Prepare a Master Plan, and Planning 
Board Processes and Procedures. 

e Convened four area commission meetings that focused on transportation, historic preservation, 
Main Street, and groundwater, highlighted by a nationally renown planning expert at the summer 
annual meeting. 

e Organized National Flood Insurance (NFIP) workshops for local officials. 


e Prepared an innovative land use and transportation Power Point presentation for local 
communities focusing on sprawl reducing and community building strategies. The presentation 
can be customized and made available to any community, upon request. 

e Coordinated the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility Committee to examine the 
possibility of siting a permanent household hazardous product facility. 

e Continued to organize and convene meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory 
Committee to improve transportation planning. 

e Completed Plan 2000, an update of the Lakes Region Transportation Plan, the policy plan for the 
region's transportation network. 

e Completed a survey and report on issues that affect home based employment. 

e Hosted a statewide meeting to discuss the update of the NH DOT Rail Plan.

Dear Selectmen, Members of the Finance Committee, and Residents of Tamworth: 


We welcome this opportunity to update you on the status, successes, and needs of Bearcamp 
Valley School and Children's Center. We deeply appreciate all the support offered BVS&CC in the past 
year, for without a close relationship with the community, our ability to carry on would be lost. 

In recent years we have told you of the increasingly publicized, critical status of childcare 
organizations across the state. The Department of Labor reports that the average childcare worker is paid 
less than a living wage. Those who choose this important work leave the field in increasing numbers 
because they cannot live on such low wages and without health benefits. The result is a high turnover rate 
for caregivers. In meetings with the NH Child Care Association, center directors across the North Country 
shared the distressing fact that each center was faced with raising $1,000 - $1,500 per week to cover the 
difference between the fees that can be charged and actual costs. 

Despite these troubling facts, we carry on with a resolve to make each moment we have with 
children a teaching moment. BVS&CC is open from 6:00 a.m. - 6:00 p.m. year-round; the children we 
serve this year range in age from 23 months to 12 years. We have given particular attention to the 
programs we offer before and after school and during vacation and summer weeks. Our request to the 
town is, as it was last year, solely for the out-of-school-hours programs for children 5-12 years old. These 
hours include: 

e Early morning child care, beginning at 6:00 a.m. 

e After-school child care, from 3:00 - 6:00 p.m. 

e Early release and vacation days 

e Summer vacation 

During the past year, BVS&CC has worked with a group of volunteers to create the Health and 
Wellness Consortium. This group included representatives from Plus Time NH, The Remick Farm 
Museum, The Tamworth Outing Club, and others. Thanks to a Lakes Regions Charitable Foundation 
grant, the group was able to provide outstanding programs throughout the year to the children of 
Tamworth and surrounding communities. Rental of a small bus from the Community School enabled us 
to transport our students to swimming lessons at White Lake and on various field trips. Joe Binsack 
volunteered to lead the children on several Friday-afternoon mountain bike tours. The children learned 
bicycle safety, off- and on-road, while enjoying our area's natural beauty. They also met people who 
demonstrated that the community truly cares about their well-being. This lesson may significantly 
influence the children's attitude toward the community as they reach their teenage years and adulthood. 

Our measurement of success for school-age child care programs is that parents are able to work without 
worrying that their children are home alone with the potential risks presented by unsupervised time. 

Our request of $13,909 for before- and after-school children, ages 5-12, is based on these facts: 

e 35 children, ages 5-12, use these services each year. 89% of the children are from Tamworth; 

the request is solely for Tamworth children. 

e An average of 50% of these children have family incomes low enough to qualify them for 

free or reduced fee lunch and/or D.H.H.S. Family Assistance.
